Shall it come to Dixon? is the q uestion 
to be decided by the citizens of this com­ 
munity. 
W e need it; may have it; and 
should not leave one stone unturned to 
secure it. 
Some persons say: 
“They are 
opposed to giving large sums of money 
to induce capitalists to locate their shops 
in our midst. 
If they w ant to come, let 
them come of their own accord.” 
But 
capitalists are like other people, and will 
go, other things being eq ual, where they 
can do the best. 
If we offer no induce­ 
ments, and ether cities do, they certainly 
will not come here. 
They will go to our 
neighbors, and instead of adding increas­ 
ed trade and population to our city, they 
will drag them away. 
Some say they 
would like to see it come if they knew 
that it would be a success. 
But there can 
be no reasonable doubt about the success 
of this enterprise. 
First; because there is 
now, and always will be, a largo and 
growing demand for the articles they man­ 
ufacture, as long as people wear shoes 
and our country continues to grow in 
population. 
Secondly, it is not a new 
institution, without experience or with­ 
out & market for its products, but is an 
old institution; thoroughly 
organized, 
with a reputation and market already es­ 
tablished. 
Besides the shoe factory will 
confer vastly larger benefits upon the | 
city than they ask of the city as an in­ 
ducem ent to come here. 
Certainly the 
amount is small, compared to the large 
returns which the community will de­ 
rive from the enterprise. 
The institution 
will benefit everybody* and all should be 
willing to pay something to secure it. 
First of all, the money will not be car­ 
ried out of the community; but all we 
give, with as much more, will be put into 
immediate circulation in erecting the ne­ 
cessary buildings. 
This would furnish 
au immediate demand for brick, lumber 
and other material; and employment for 
all the carpenters, and other mechanic» 
and laborers now in the city. 
Besides, a 
factory employing from three to six bun 
drcd hands, would give us an increase of 
at least one-fourth to the present popula­ 
tion of tbejcity. 
This will req uire tho 
erection of several hundred new family 
residences. 
This will create a large de­ 
mand for building material of all kinds 
It will employ all the mechanics and la 
borers now here, and draw others from 
abroad, who will not expect to find em­ 
ployment in the factory, but in the city, 
by the increased demand for labor, en­ 
acted by the presence of the factory. 
These must also be housed, creating a still 
larger demand for material 
and me­ 
chanics. 
It will enhance the value of 
real estate at least from ten to thirty 
per cent. 
It will guarantee a renter for 
every vacant house in the city at perhaps 
advanced rates of rant. 
It will benefit 
the merchant by greatly enlarging the 
volume of trade. 
It will also be a large 
step toward putting the business of the 
city upon a cash basis; for there

The semi-monthly meeting of the Rock 
River Farm ers Club was held Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The meeting was called to 
order by President Utley when Secretary 
Edward Hughes read the proceedings of 
the last meeting. 
J. Buffet of the execu­ 
tive committee then reported certain pur­ 
chases for the use of the club, amounting 
in all to five dollars and fifty cents. The 
next business In order was a discussion of 
the q uestion “ What is the most profitable 
horse for the farmer to raise in the fu­ 
ture,” proposed at last meeting. 
W aiter 
Merriraan lead the discussion in advocacy 
of a large heavy breed of horses as being 
the most profitable because o! being in 
the greatest demand and commanding 
the most remunerative prices. Of the 
differant heavy breeds he gave his pref­ 
erence to the Norman and his ressocs 
thereof at some length. 
Several of the 
members concurred in the opinion that 
for all work on the farm a smaller com­ 
pact horse, such as the Morgan breed was 
really more valuable than those of the 
larger breeds, but still admitting that the 
heavy draft horse is most ready for sale 
and commands the best price in the mark 
ct. 
Duane Bailey wisfled to know why 
—when there was a class of horses that 
commanded such fanciful prices, running 
into hundreds 
and even thousands of d< 1* 
lars for a single 
animal— the fancy 
fast horse stock should not he tho most 
profitable for the farm er to raise? Thomas 
B. Morgan surprised tho members of the 
club by saying that notwithstanding the 
gentlemen 
were so positive in their opin­ 
ions that the large heavy horse was tho 
one for the farmer to raise for profit he 
thought be could convince 
them without 
any very lengthy argument that they 
were all greatly in error. 
Why, said he, 
I kuow a man who is making a specialty 
of raising horses of an entirely different 
character from those talked about here. 
Horses which at m aturity will weigh from 
two to four or five hundred pounds; the 
lighter the better, such as you can pic 
up and carry two at time, one undereach 
arm, and can ship to distant parts of tha 
country in small crates such as you would 
use in shipping a pig, and cost you but 
little for transportation, because thty 
weigh so little; and yet they command 
enormous prices and cost almost nothing 
to raise. 
This, gentlemen, is the horse 
for the farmer to raise for profit, because 
proceeds are very large and nearly all 
profit. 
The club thought Mr. Morgan en­ 
titled to the belt. 
Samuel Crawford, T. 
B. Morgan and J. T. Lawrence were all 
preposed and elected to club membership. 
The following q uestion was proposed for 
discussion at next meeting, “ W hat is the 
best sized plow for general use by the 
farmers of Illinois, as to width of cut?” 
E. H. Groh and W. A. Judd were appoint­ 
ed to lead in tho discussion.

While the prognostications may 
not be coirect for Dixon it may be entire- 
y so for places not ma» y miles from us. 
It will be interesting to watch the signals. 
Mr Foote has inaugurated a commendable 
enterprise in establishing a weather sig­ 
nal service at Dixon.

Peter Cartwrigh t h is friends 
imagined th at th e canv ass would be a 
v ery difficult and ex p ensiv e one. 
Con­ 
sequently a p urse of $200 was made up 
and giv en h im by Josh ua Sp eed to 
cov er h is ex p enses. 
After h is election 
Mr. Lincoln returned $100.25 of th e 
amount to Mr. Sp eed, w ith th o ex p la­ 
nation th at as h e h ad used h is own h orse 
and been entertained by h is friends h e 
h ad only sp ent 75 cents of th e money 
giv en h im. 
Abrah am Lincoln would 
not h av e been v ery much of a p olitician 
nowaday s. 
Indeed, as p oliticians h av ­ 
ing oth er p eop le's money in th eir h ands 
go, h is scrup ulous and ex act h onesty 
will be quite generally regarded as 
someth ing ex traordinary if not finical 
and fussy .

Th ese remarks made good p ieces for 
bov s to sp eak, but th ey will not do 
now. 
Wh at th is country needs is a 
Congress about as equally balanced as 
p ossible p olitically , so th at wh en one 
side w'alks up and smells of an ap p ro­ 
p riation th e oth er can growl in a low 
tone of v oice, from December till dog- 
dav s. In th is way , by a p leasing sy s­ 
tem of p ostp onements, p rev ious ques 
tions, p oints of order, reference to com­ 
mittees, lav ing oil th e table, and gen­

Th o length of th e y ear is strictly 8 05 
dav s, fiv e h ours and forty -fiv e minutes 
and 49 7-10 seconds, th e time required 
for th e rev olution of th e earth round 
th e sun. 
About 45 B. C., Julius 
Cmsar, by th e h elp of Sosigines, an 
Alex andrian p h ilosop h er, came to a 
tolerably clear understanding of th e 
length of a y ear, and decreed th at 
ev ery fourth y ear sh ould bo h eld to 
consist of 366 day s for th e p urp ose of 
absorbing th e odd h ours. 
By th is 
atlier clumsy arrangement th e natural 
time fell beh ind th e reckoning, as, in 
reality , a day ev ery fourth y ear is too 
much by 11 minutes and 10 3-10 sec­ 
onds, so it inev itably follow'ed th at th e 
beginning of tlio y ear mov ed onward 
ah ead of th e p oint at wh ich it was in 
th e day s of Cmsar. 
From th e time of 
th e Council of Nice, in 325 A. D., wh en 
th e v ernal equinox fell correctly on th e 
21st of March , Pop e Gregory found, in 
158 2 A. D., th at th ere h ad been an 
ov erreckoning to th e ex tent of ten day s, 
and th at th e v ernal equinox fell on th e 
11th of March . 
To correct th e p ast 
error lie decreed th at th e 5th of Octo­ 
ber, of th at y ear sh ould bo reckoned as 
th e 15th , and, to keep th e y ear righ t in 
future, th e ov erp lus being 18 h ours, 37 
minutes and 10 seconds in a cep tury , 
h e ordered th at ev ery centennial y ear 
th at could not be div ided by 400 (1700, 
18 00, 1900, 2100, 2200) sh ould not be 
bissex tile, as it oth erwise would be; 
th us, in sh ort, drop p ing th e ex tra day 
th ree times in ev ery 400 y ears. Wh ile 
in Cath olic countries th e Gregorian 
sty le was readily adop ted, it w'as not so 
with th e Protestant nations. In Britain 
it was not adop ted until 1752, by wh ich 
time th e 
discrep ancy 
between th e 
Julian and Gregorian p eriods amount 
to 11 day s. 
An act of Parliament was 
p assed dictating th at th e 3d of Sep tem­ 
ber of th at y ear sh ould be reckoned th e 
14tli, and th at th ree of ev ery four cen­ 
tennial y ears sh ould not bo leap y ears; 
18 00 not being a leap y ear, th e new and 
old sty les now differ twelv e day s, our 
1st of January being equiv alent to th e 
12th , old sty le. 
In Russia alone of th e 
Ch ristian countries is th e old sty le re­ 
tained. 
Th o old sty le is still retained 
in th e treasury accounts of 
Great 
Britain. 
In old times th e y ear was 
h eld to begin on th e 25th of March , and 
th is usage or p iece of antiquity is also 
still observ ed in th e comp utations of 
th e Ch ancellor of 
th o British Ex ­ 
ch equer. 
So th e first day of th e finan­ 
cial y ear is th e 5th day of Ap ril, being 
“Old Lady Day .” 
Ho w Little Children Suffer. 
Nobody knows liow much little ch ild­ 
ren sometimes suffer at th e h ands of 
th e unp rincip led p ersons to wh om th ey 
are too often 
ignorantly intrusted. 
More th an one fatal attack of brain dis­ 
ease h as been directly traced to a dose of 
op ium giv en by an unscrup ulous nurse 
to quiet a cry ing ch ild; many a ch ild 
lias caugh t its death from ex p osure to a 
h ot sun or a cold wind in its p erambu­ 
lator wh ile its careless nurse gossip ed 
with lov er or friend, or read dime 
nov els in th e p ublic p arks, and last but 
not least, many a nerv ous ch ild h as 
been injured for life by th e nursery 
bugaboos with wh ich it lias been terri­ 
fied into submission and quiet; not al­ 
way s by th e nurse. 
Tlio moth er wh o nev er bath es and 
dresses h er baby , wh o does not nurse it 
and wh o sleep s awav from it in anoth er 
room loses much of its sweetness, and 
both sh e and tier ch ild are to be p itied. 
“Th ere is a medium in all th ings,” and 
wh ile no woman is called up on to make 
a slav e of h erself to h er ch ild—indeed 
th e doing so is a p ositiv e injury to both 
—still sh e h as no righ t to giv e th e 
sacred ch arge ov er to h irelings, and 
consider h er maternal duty disch arged 
wh en sh e p ay s th eir wages.—

“In June o f th at JF®*r * ha d 
sh ip p ed on th e steamboat 
Flo ra , Cap t. 
Frank Carter master. 
Sh e was doing 
a big Oh io riv er business and taking 
h er cargo at S t Louis. 
Our p orter, 
Frank McIntosh , was as h ap p y and jolly 
a y oung negro as ev er smash ed a trunk 
or collap sed a bandbox . At Louisv ille 
h e met and became deep ly enamored of 
a ch ambermaid of th e steamer Lady 
Jackson, a big Mississip p i riv er boat. 
Th e Jackson left Louisv ille sev eral 
h ours ah ead of us, and wh en we tied up 
at St. Louis we found h er at th e wh arf 
just abov e us. 
Th e nex t afternoon, 
wh en we h ad disch arged all of our 
cargo and were enjoy ing a little rest, 
McIntosh dressed h imself with ch ar­ 
acteristic Eth iop ian sp lendor, including 
a flaming red silk waistcoat th at h ad 
come into h is p ossession th rough h is at­ 
tention to a New Orleans gambler wh o 
h ad been making th e trip with us, to 
make a call on h is girl on th e boat 
abov e us. He was walking quite rap idly , 
and h ad not gone more th an fifty y ards 
wh en lie saw a man running toward h im, 
followed by sev eral men and a large 
crowd. 
‘Stop th at man,’ sh outed th o 
leader of th e p ursuers. 
By th is time 
th e fleeing man h ad reach ed McIntosh , 
wh o, instead of making any effort to 
obstruct h is p assage, turned aside to let 
h im p ass. 
In a moment th e officers— 
for such th ey p rov ed to be—came up 
and began abusing th e negro in th e most 
sh ocking manner, h eap ing th e v ilest 
ep ith ets up on h im and th reatening h im 
with instant bodily p unish ment. 
Th o 
negro said th at as th e fleeing man was 
a wh ite man and h is p ursuers not in 
uniform h e did not feel justified in 
stop p ing h im. 
He rep lied in v ery re­ 
sp ectful language, alth ough h e h ad 
taken sev eral drinks before h e left th e 
boat. 
After a few minutes’ talk th e 
officer informed McIntosh th at th ey 
would h av e to arrest h im for not obey ­ 
ing th em and started with h im to th e 
city p rison. 
As th ey were walking 
along McIntosh said: 
‘Wh at will be 
done with me for th is?’ 
One of th e 
officers said: 
‘Well, y ou won’t get less 
th an ten y ears in th o p enitentiary , and 
may be y ou will sp end y our life th ere.’ 
In a moment th e quiet, good-natured 
negro was transformed into a demon. 
He h ad no weap on ex cep t a th ree-bladed 
p ocket-knife in h is v est p ocket, but 
quick as a flash h e drew it, op ened th e 
largest blade, and began cutting righ t 
and left. 
He was a p owerful man at 
any moment, but with th e p rison s 
doors y awning in h is face and h is blood 
fired bv th e liquor h e h ad drank, h e 
h ad th e strength of a h alf-dozen men. 
One of h is lunges rip p ed a great gash 
across th e stomach of one of h is 
cap tors, and in a moment h is bowels 
ran out up on th e ground. 
Th e man 
didn’t liv e a moment. 
Anoth er one re­ 
ceiv ed a sligh t flesh -wound, and th e re­ 
mainder op ened a way th rough th e 
crow'd for th e infuriated negro’s escap e. 
He ran as nev er any man ran before, 
for h e knew in a few minutes th e con­ 
sternation of th e crowd would be turned 
into a feeling of v engeance. 
Seeing th e 
door of a small building standing inv it­ 
ingly op en, h o ran in and found no 
occup ant. 
He sh ut and barricaded th e 
door and th o windows and awaited th e 
coming of th o mob. 
In two minutes 
5,01)0 h swling, crazy p eop le were around 
th at little h ouse. 
Th ey made a rush 
for it, and in less time th an I con­ 
sume in recalling th e incident of th e 
scene th ev h ad literally torn it board 
from board and scattered th em on th e 
ground. 
Th e negro stood amid th o 
ruins as brav e and defiant as ev er. One 
man in th o mob h urled a brick at h im 
and struck h is righ t sh oulder a terrific 
blow, causing h im to drop th e knife, 
but with th e oth er h and h e caugh t it 
before it reach ed th e ground, and stand­ 
ing erect, dared any man to eoine near 
h im. 
N o o n e went; but finally a man 
forced h is way th rough th e mob and, 
p resenting a gun at th e negro’s h ead, 
asked h im to surrender. 
McIntosh 
th rew down th e knife aud submitted to 
arrest. 
He was taken to th e jail office, 
but was not locked up , as th e mob 
swarmed and swore around th e jail and 
demanded 
h is instant p unish ment. 
Finally a lawy er named Riddle mounted 
a ch air and asked: 
“Wh at will y ou do with th is man?” 
Th ere was but one y ell th at came back 
in answer, butit was th e unified sh out of 
th e th ousands of v oices: “Burn h im!” 
“Hav e it as y ou will,” said Riddle, 
and a minute later McIntosh was 
brough t out of th e jail and taken to u 
commons th at was on an influent of 
Ch outeau p ond. 
A large, old loeust-treo stood in th e 
centre of th e commons, and as soon as 
th e ch ains could be p rocured members 
of th e mob strung th e negro sev eral 
feet abov e th e ground to th e trunk of 
th e tree, and th en began to p ile wood 
around, selecting as far as p ossible wet 
wood, in order th at h is agony migh t be 
p rotracted. 
As soon as th e great 
majority of th e mob saw th e agony of 
th e man th ev began 
to relent, and cried, 
“Take h im down.“ 
Th is feeling began 
to become v ery general, wh en Riddle, 
th e lawv er, agai^i sp rang up and y elled: 
“No-/y ou said h e must burn, and burn 
h e sh all if I h av e to burn with h im.” 
Th is th reat cowed th e mob, an 1 most 
of th em left, but not before LouL, an 
old negro, h ad been h ired for 75 cents 
to fire up under h im all nigh t.

not liv e ov er ten minutes after th e blaze 
began to reach h im, and h e died singing 
at th e top of h is v oice: 
O, wh en sh all I see Jesus, aud reign with Him, 
a bo v e ?

W ashington C ity, March 4.—The d o ing 
night *esiion of tho house of representatives 
was about as uninteresting and tedious as 
ran be imagined. 
There was no quorum 
present most of tho tirao and those that wore 
in the chamber were dis|K>aod in the easiest 
positions, half asleep and all anleep, and j>ay- 
ing but little attention to business. 
A few 
wide awak e and tireless fellows whilod away 
tho time by playing boyish prank * and one 
of the feature* was tho attem pt of W ard of 
Indiana to get a vote on the veto of the bill 
for a public* building a t Lafayette, Ind. 
8 pringer had objected that there was no 
quorum present, and W ard and Springer 
were appointed tellers. 
This was about 4 a. 
m,, and a half hour before final adjournm ent 
W ard still held his place as toller. 
Negley 
of Pennsylvania bad tak en the place of 
Springer as the other teller, and the count­ 
ing was nominally going on for eight hours, 
though oally the tellers merely stocd ' ring 
each other, and would have been forH^tten 
but that W ard called out, a t intervals of ten 
or fifteen m inutes; “One more in the affirm­ 
ative.” 
Members did not care to vote, and 
Ward would not w ithdraw ,but good-natured­ 
ly perm itted a great deal of other business 
foreign to the Lafayette bill to be transacted, 
and allowed anybody who choso to ask unan­ 
imous consent and pass his bill if ho could. 
Tho closing scenes of the senato were 
mildly amusing, but not eventful Uia LapU 
Bassett of course planted a clu ir m*pr the 
cloc k preparatory to turning the clock back ­ 
ward if necessary, and he performed his an­ 
nual task amid much Is lighter when the 
bands of tho clock indicated 11:45. 
Tho president and most of tho members of 
bis cabinet remained at the Whito Houso 
considering legislative m atters until about 
»’clock in the morning. 
They rec.a^ein- 
lued in the cabinot-room again a t 8 o’clock . 
it the departments were represented, Mr. 
. drchild apj)oaring for the treasury depart* 


i t-nt. 
Between 8 and 11:30 o’clock the pres- 
ident had acted on all the bills received by 
him up to tho latter hour. 
Hi then repaired 
to the cnpitol upon assurances from Sjwtik or 
Carlisle that the District of Columbia bill 
and t ho general deficiency bill would cor- 
tainly fail to bocomo law3 unless he did s a 
The president acted on all tho 1 ilia a t the 
capitol that ho was able to in tho short 
time allotted him before adjournment. 
W ith reference to the condition of business 
at afl journraeut, it may bo said that the 
Forty-ninth congress is the first one that has 
failed to pass any sort of fortification bill, 
even one to enable the orinanco officers to 
k eep the existing forts in repair. 
Congressmen and senators took good caro 
that the bill that provides their salaries 
should not fail, but they allowod tho general 
deficiency bill, which in general represents 
what the government owes in floating ac­ 
counts, to fall through. 
Tho bouse udoptod 
tho conference rejiort, although tho report 
was not i r. pared, but the senators wero not 
equally anxious to r» ass tho bill after it had 
been fixed to suit tho houso con ferret» , and 
it wn 
not even cfforod tho senate in an in- 
complete condition, and tho hour of noon ar­ 
rived before the document was comp!» tod by 
tao clerks. 
All judgm at» given creditors

the accounting

the treasury and by tho other courts in 
I he Fox and Wisconsin river cases, and sums 
appropriated to pay for services to tho gov­ 
ernm ent in previous years for which ^tho ap­ 
propriation was insufficient, go over "until 
another year. 
The c< irtof claims has given 
a fow judgments against tho United States 
in tho French spoliation esses, but thoso “ got 
left.” The highest court» in tho country 
have affirmed the right of railroads not 
aided by the government, but leased to roads 
that wero aided, to full pay for the service« 
they rendered the government, but these, too, 
must wait. 
The senate, without a dissenting 
voice, adopted Cullom’s motion to vote Mi's. 
lx» gan oue year’s salary, but that, of course, 
falls with tho bill. 
The bill provided for a 
number of judgments in revenue casts where 
interest runs against tho government from 
the time of judgm ent till the tune 
o f pay­ 
ment, so that this will largely increase tho 
cost to the governm ent 
Owing to the failure of the deficiency bill 
$b© recent act o f congress extending the 
free-delivery system to cities and towns hav­ 
ing not less than 10,000 inhabitants or a 
j*>.st.al revenue of not loss than $10,000 be­ 
comes inoperative until the tegiuning of the 
next fiscal year, when the regular appropria­ 
tion goes into etTect. 
The effect of the fail­ 
ure of tho bill will be more serious than is 
generally believed, inasmuch as it contained 
provision * for supplying pressing demands 
for post a,'-cards, stamps, and other items 
connected with the postal service, the denial 
of which will, it h expected, seriously em- 
i irrass the departm ent and the public. 
The 
-Ml machinery of the government will also 
m aterially disarranged during the re­ 
mainder of the fiscal year, as no money wifi 
te available for jurors’, witnesses’, or m ar­ 
shals’ fee’, and many prisoner.*» - notably 
those confined nt Fort Smith, A rk .—cau not 
bo tried for months to come. 
The ri\ re and harbors, Hennepin tanul 
nnd all, will enjoy no irrigation from the 
treasury this year. 
The proshl mt told a 
senator that he had spent three hours poring 
v, r the bill, and had reached the eoaclu 
m m that it ought not to become a law, but 
ho had no time to veto it, so he let it fail for 
want of his signature.

Buis 
appropriating 
$30,000 
for 
expenses of senate investigations, authorising 
the loan of government property to the 
Minneapolis exposition, and appropriating 
$100,000 for a public building a t East Sagi- 
aw, Micb., were passed, and the confer­ 
ence report on the bill adding to the num ber 
of national bank reserve cities was agreed to. 
It teing noticed that the hour of 1*4 m. was 
uncomfortably close, old Mr. Bassett, the 
doork eeper, 
“ turned back the bands of 
time” with a long pole and 
gav e the senate a 
chance.

AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 


Bottle# Containing Explosive Fluid Found 
In a Passenger Station and on a Ferry* 
boat—A Lady Passenger's Harrow Es­ 
cape—Gobbled a Gang of Swindlers— 
Minor Trespasses. 


J e r s e y C it y , N. J., March 5. — A colorad 
man who keeps the Pennsylvania railroad 
ferry-house clean picked up a small glass 
bottle from behind the door of the gentle­ 
men’s toilet-rootn in the station at midnight 
Thursday night. 
The bottle, which con­ 
tained some kind of an add, exploded in his 
hand and the llooring caught fire. 
For a 
time it looked as though the big building 
was doomed, but the company’s fire appar­ 
atus was brought out, and the fire was ex­ 
tinguished before any serious damage had 
been dono. A man named Thomas Hennessy 
lias been arrested on suspicion. 
New Y o rk , 
March 5 .—No little excite­ 
ment was created in the ferry house of the 
Pennsylvania Hail road 
company Friday 
morning during one of the busiest hours by 
the discovery on the ferryboat Chicago, ply­ 
ing between Cortland street, this city, and 
Jersey City, of a bottle identical in shape, 
make, and contents to that which fired the 
gentleman’s toilet room 
in the 
station 
shortly after midnight. 
It contained what 
is supposed to be a mixture of sulphuric acid 
and phosphorus, was found by the porter of 
the boat, And thrown overboard. 
Shortly 
afterward, on sprinkling 
the floor with 
water whore some of the liquid had spilled, 
and floor burst into flames. 
The fire was ex­ 
tinguished without much damage. 
The por­ 
ter's hands were badly burned. 
Capt. Bloomsburg, of the ferry-boat, said 
that a lady had been sitting near the bottle 
on the ferryboat, and had the fluid been ig­ 
nited by friction from her feet the spread of 
the flames would have been so rapid that 
she would have been burned to death. 
Four 
detectives from the Jersey City force havo 
been put upon the case, and detectives in the 
employ of the Pennsylvania company also 
will go to work. 
The railroad company will 
spare no money to discover and apprehend 
the incendiaries. 
It is believed that Hen­ 
nessy, if it was he who placed the bottles, is 
only the stupid tool of the real conspirators. 


A COLOSSAL SWINDLE THROTTLED. 


Arrest of Mon Who W orked the Next-of- 
Klii Fortune Line. 


N e w Y o rk , March 5,—George 1*’. Parker, 
president and general manager of the British 
American claim agency, whose offices have 
been in the Stewart building, Broadway and 
Chambor street; Edwin S. WitUrell, secre­ 
tary and treasurer, and George W. Gibbons, 
counsellor, were arrested by central office 
detectives Friday on bench warrants issued 
by Recorder Smyth, on acharge of obtaining 
money by false pretenses. 
The prisoners have been for several months 
carrying on an extensive business by claim­ 
ing to investigate cases where money has 
boen loft to next-of-kin in Europe. 
The firm 
employed between twenty and thirty clerks, 
and it is alleged that their receipts often 
amounted to $ *>00 per day. 
The police say 
that it was one of the most colossal swindles 
ever started in this country, thousands of 
persons having been victimized. 
Parker, 
wiio is said to be an ex-convict, resides in 
Elizabeth, N. J. 
The othor two prisoners 
live in this city. They were all locked up at 
police headquarters. The information which 
led to the arrest was furnished by the author­ 
ities of Scotland Yard, London.

the order of the mayor of New York remov­ 
ing him from office.5’

BORDER BELLIGERENCE. 


A MEXICAN OUTRAGE TH AT CREATES 
A “ COMPLICATION,” 


And Sends Armed Am ericans Prom ptly 
to the F ront—Collision Near Nogolsa, 
A. T., Betw een Greaser Soldiers and 
S heriff-A Vigorous Fusillade and Very 
W arlike Preparations on Both Sides. 


San Francisco , Merch 5.—A Nogales, A. 
T., special to The Bulletin says: Thursday 
night Deputy Sheriff James Speed saw Lieut. 
Guitterez with four armed soldiers crossing a 
bridge over a small, dry creek into the 
United States. 
He immediately called on 
Henry Littlepage and Dr. Purdy to go with 
him and see why the armed party should en 
ter the United States. 
On arriving in front 
of the American custom house the lieutenant 
of the Mexican troops stspped in front of 
Littlepage, and covering him with a revolver 
demanded the release of a Mexican named 
Pincan, whom they supposed the United 
States authorities were holding as a prisoner. 
Littlepage said: “I have no prisoners,” and 
immediately snatched the six-shooter out of 
the lieutenant’s hands and placed him under 
arrest 
The Americans then started for the 
main street of the town. 
The lieutenant 
called on some other Mexican soldiers con­ 
cealed in the dry bed of the creek to release 
him. 
They confronted the Americans, and 
one of them covered Littlepage with his 
rifle and demanded the release of the lieuten­ 
ant. 
Sheriff Speed commanded Littlepage 
to fire upon the soldier and immediately 
fired himself at the soldier who had Little­ 
page covered. 
The soldier fired at Little­ 
page, but the latter knocked his gun aside 
and at the same time drawing his revolver 
fired at the Mexican. 
Firing then became 
general between the three officers and the 
Mexican soldiers, the Mexicans retreating 
across the international line into Mexico, the 
American officers following and ¿hooting un­ 
til their weapons were empty. 
By this time the American population was 
aroused and every man who could procure a 
weapon armed himself, expecting an attack 
every moment from the Mexican soldiers who 
had been ordered out by CoL Arvlzu, their 
commander, and stationed on the railroad 
platform in front of the Mexican custom 
house. 
News was brought that one of the 
Mexican soldiers was mortally wounded. 
It is stated that the cause of armed men 
being sent into the United States was to 
compel a Mexican prostitute, with whom 
CoL Arvi/.u had been; living, and who had 
refused to cohabit with him any longer, to 
return, and that upon being discovered by 
the officers the Mexicans made a bold bluff 
to cover up their intentions. 
Acting United 
States consul W. B. Gro/.close has taken the 
m atter in hand, and Friday morning made a 
demand upon the Mexican authorities for 
Lieut. Guitterez. 
Moretroublo is looked for, 
as it is expected that Col. Arvizu will seek 
revenge. 
Governor Jones has been advised 
of the situation and will probably arrive 
hero shortly. 
Gen. Miles has been requested 
by the United » States attorney at Tucson to 
send troops here immediately. 
The captain 
of the homo guard at Crittenden has been 
requested to forward all available arms and 
I,GOO pounds of ammunition for the arm ­ 
ing of tho ciiizens. 


Collapse of the Boston Strike. 
Boston, Mass., March 5.—Most of the 
South Boston railroad strikers Thursday ap­ 
plied for and received the week’s wages due 
them at the time the tie-up began. Many 
said they wore anxious to return to work, but 
should remain out for the sake of those who 
were unwilling to end the strike. It is hinted 
that the working employes will, before long, 
receive all that the strikers demanded— 
namely, shorter hours and $ 2.25 per day.

T he Chicago Jo u rn a l o f Co mmerce 
has obtained statements from most of 
the rail-mills of the cou ntry for the 
pu rpose of making an estimate of the 
max imu m capacity 
for 
manu factu re 
du ring the cu rrent y ear. 
It giv es a 
total of abou t 3 ,6 70,000 tons, ju stify ing 
the claim that an estimate of 3 ,000,000 
tons per annu m is within bou nds. 
Of 
cou rse it does not follow that the mills 
will actu ally tu rn ou t so mu ch du ring 
1887. 
That has to be determined by 
the demand, with some other considera­ 
tions which may hav e to be compared 
with it. 
As contracts are said to hav e 
been already made for nearly 2,000,000 
tons, it is not impossible that the mills 
will find bu siness enou gh to keep them 
employ ed till nex t Janu ary . 


A t a literary meeting in Washington 
o ne ev ening recently , at which the 


Chinese Minister, who does not u nder­ 
stand English, was present, a Mr. Ken- 
nan read a paper in which he referred

Du ring the reading the 
Chinese Minister was amiable 
and

conv u lsiv ely as the au dience roared at 
the conv ersation of Cou nt Tolstoi and 
Mr. Kennan. 
The au dience was chiefly 
amu sed at tho contretemps of the 
Chinese Minister hav ing been u nwit­ 
tingly asked to hear a discu ssion on thwt 
delicate qu estion of the emigration of 
his cou ntry men to America. 
His secre­ 
tary , who gfadu ated at Amherst College, 
cou ld see tho hu morou s side of the situ a­ 
tion as well as the au dience, bu t Mr. 
Laing leaned forward and listened with 
intentness, so as to giv e his chief a fu ll 
accou nt of the passagos that had amu sed 
the company so mu ch. 


K ecent ly Hon. Frank Lawler cau sed 
it to be pu blished that in fu tu re that 
gentleman wou ld refu se to respond to 
the cards of lady callers. 
Mr. Lawler 
assigned as a reason that tho women 
habitu ally ran after him for places u nder 
the Gov ernment and that, in short, they 
had become great bores.

A v e r y interesting commu nication to 
the Med ica l New# has been made by 
Dr. F. Pey re Porclier, of Charleston, 
on the influ ence of the recent earth­ 
qu akes in that city u pon the health of 
the inhabitants. 
In addition to the 
natu ral alarm and fright which were 
qu ite u niv ersal, some persons were at­ 
tacked with nau sea and v omiting, which 
recu rred or persisted iu sev eral cases 
for 
day s. 
Two 
gentlemen on the 
islands eighty miles from Charleston 
had their ey es filled with tears not to 
be repressed, bu t not cau sed by alarm, 
or fears for their personal safety , for 
the danger there was not imminent. 
Many persons ex perienced decidedly 
electrical distu rbances, which were re­ 
peated u pon the su ccessiv e recu rrence 
of the shocks. 
These were generally 
tingling, 
pricking 
sensations, 
like 
“needles and pins” affecting tho low er 
ex tremities. 
One gentleman was com­ 
pletely reliev ed of his rheu m atism ; an­ 
other, who for months was nerv ou s, 
depressed, and entirely u nable to at­ 
tend to bu siness, regained his former 
activ ity and energy . 
Sev eral cases of 
mental distu rbance, owing to anx iety 
and prolonged loss of rest,some of them 
persistent, 
occu rred 
among 
Dr. 
Porcher’s patients. 


T h e r e is a ru le forbidding spectators 
in the Senate galleries to hang their 
top-coats or other garments ov er the 
iron railings that protect the front row 
of seats, for fear that an apple or other 
concealed weapon might fall u pon the 
ball head of a Senatorial millionaire.
